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F INLAND : As a separate portion of this month's mailing you will 

find _ a very complex and complete study of the mintages of all coins 
of Finland. This study was compiled by NI Member, John K. Graves 
to whom we all owe a vote of thanks for such a fine effort. Also, 
for the interest of those who really want to know something about 
the coins in their collection, John offers the following information 
about the Finland 1000 Markkaa 1960 Commemorative (Y55) : 

"The gentleman on the obverse is Johan Wilhelm Snellman, one of 
Finland's greats. He was a university professor and regarded as 
the most important man among those arousing the national spirit 
among the Finnish people. He was also chief of finances at the 
time the Mint of Finland was established. Ch the reverse, the "4" 
over "IV" signifies the 4th of April 1860, the date Finland got its 
own monetary system of Penni and Markka. The "S" is the Mint Dir- 
ector's mark and the "J" is the initial of sculptor Tiovo Jaatinen 
who designed the coin. On the new 10-Markkaa Commemorative, 1967, 
the "S" is the Mint Director’s mark and the "H" is the initial of 
sculptor Heikki Haivaoja, designer of the coin and one of the 
present-day artists of Finland, probably the best of its sculptors 
and coin designers.
